My Mother....She’s The Best Of Them All! 


She 
likes for the whole family to be together as often as possible, and she 
tries to fix everyone’s favorite dish even if it means cooking four meats 


Next Sunday is Mother’s Day. I have a very special mother, and | 
still want to be like her when | grow up. 

I’ve always been a sensitive person, and I believe one of my first 
recollections of Mama was sensing her concern as she visited her sick 
mother. Mama had been raised by her uncle, but she loved and cared 
for her mother as long as she lived. Granny was my only living grand- 
parent, and she died when | was just six years old. 

I have a few other memories of those early years. | remember sitting 
in a little rocking chair next to Mama as she sat at her treadle sewing 
machine and sewed for her family, which included four girls and three 
boys. Mama and | had a lot of good conversations, and sometimes she 
would let me start the peddle, turn the wheel or pull the material as it 
fell to the floor behind the machine. Later, after I learned to sew, I made 
a lot of my clothes and helped her with finger work 

Mama and | still like to get together and sew. She still sews some for 
her four daughters, plus, she makes a lot of Deb Dean's clothes. Deb, 
one of Mama’s young friends who is just like family, loves for Mama 
to sew for her because she can fit her to the T. In the past, Mama has 
sewn some for Bea Horstead and her girls, and they helped her clean 
house in return. Bea, who is a special black friend of the family, taught 
Mama to drive after Daddy died 19 years ago, 


SHE LOVES BAKED SWEET POTATOES 


Another pre-school memory of Mama was centered around my love 
for baked sweet potatoes. Since we lived in the country, we often walk 
ed to the next house and visited our neighbors. Just before we'd leave 
our house, Mama would give me a baked sweet potato and tell me not 
to ask for one when we got to our destination. | guess my memory wasn't 
very long because I always managed to wander into their kitchen and 
ask, ‘‘Do you have a baked sweet potato?’ Mama would scold me, but 
I continued to have an insatiable desire for baked potatoes. 

When | started to school, I’d even pack a baked sweet potato in my 
lunch, and | usually shared it with my friend Christine. All along, I think, 
Mama understood how I felt because she’s always loved baked sweet 
potatoes, too. To this day when I go home, she brings out a baker of 
hot sweet potatoes that are ummmm, ummmm good!. 

As I grew older, | realized that other foods existed besides baked sweet 
potatoes. When all nine of us were home, Mama would sometimes cook 
two or three dozen homemade biscuits for breakfast. Later, when we'd 
have 15 or 20 people helping us work in the fields, we'd go home for 
lunch, and she’d have dinner on the table, Usually, it would include 
vegetables that she’d gathered and prepared that morning, chickens that 
she’d raised and a fresh baked cake and homemade ice cream. She'd 
clean up the kitchen, and almost every day she would come to the field 
and help us work, I guess I took it all for granted, but I honestly don't 


see how she did it

Mama likes to stay busy. In fact, five years ago she moved into a new 
house. Having grass in her yards instead of keeping every sprig cleaned 
out has been quite an adjustment. She’d had clean, swept yards for 75 
years, and she still prefers that over a grassy lawn. 


She fed her cows every day until last fall when she sold them, She 


still has several cats, and they sit on her car and keep an eye on her. 


When they see her coming toward the door, they meet her there because 


they know she’s the one who feeds them. During the summer, she still 
enjoys picking and preparing vegetables to put in her freezer. 

Mama also loves to play games. It’s not unusual for her to be the win- 
ner in such games as Dominoes, Aggravation, Rummy or Rook. Just 


a few years ago, she started watching a soap opera. While she watches 


‘Another World,” she quilts a square or two or does finger work. 


Mama has read through the Bible several times. She finds it hard to 
turn off the light at night if she hasn’t read a passage that day. | believe 


she puts into practice what she reads because she loves and helps others, 


When my daughter Terri was in the seventh grade, she gave a speech 


about her grandmother and used the following verses from Proverbs 31 


to describe her. ‘‘She gets up before dawn to prepare breakfast for her 
household. With her own hands she plants a vineyard, She is energetic, 
a hard worker. She works far into the night. She has no fear of winter 
for her household, for she has made warm clothes for all of them. She 
is a woman of strength and dignity and has no fear of old age. Her

PROPOSED AMENDMENT NUMBER ONE (1) 


To create a permanent trust fund to be known as ‘The Alabama

trust fund: and to terminate the Alabama Heritage Trust Fund and 
transfer its trust capital to the Alabama Trust Fund and its trust in- 
come to the state general fund in the year 2001.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT NUMBER TWO (2) 


To create a commission consisting of persons appointed by the 
Alabama legislature, and funded by the Alabama legislature, to provide 
cost-sharing award or grant programs for soil conservation projects 
and practices, water quality improvements, reforestation projects and 
improved forestry practices on or with respect to agricultural or timber 
lands in Alabama owned or operated by individuals or other types of 
persons specified by the Legislature. (Proposed by Act 85-78) 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT NUMBER THREE (3) 


To allow state cattle producers to levy upon themselves, by refer- 
endum, assessments or fees to be used to finance various programs of 
education, research and promotion relating to the state's cattle in- 
dustry. (Proposed by Act No. 85-13)

Dear Ricky, 

] am writing to urge you to ask 
your audience to reject Amendment 
#1 on the ballot Tuesday, May 14. 
While the concept of placing the 
royalities from oil and gas leases in a 
protected trust is sound, the amend- 
ment's proposed utilization of 
income from these funds has flaws 
that mandate its rejection. 

First, the amendment does sot 
guarantee any funds will be returned 
{o cities and counties to meet local 
priorities. Instead, the amendment 
puts responsibility for allocations of 
the total income of the trust in the 
hands of the legislature. This 
Alabama Legislature has put our 
state in a position of budget 
proration four of the last seven 
years 

Not only is it doubtful that 
insufficient funds will make their 
way back to our counties and cities, 
but why should city and county 
officials have to go hat in hand to 
Montgomery every time a bridge 
needs repair or a senior citizens’ 
program needs funding. 

Second, the amendment gives 
the trustees of the fund too much 
power, which is an invitation to 
mismanagement and corruption. The 
monies in the trust can be invested 
anywhere, at any rate without the 
benefit of competitive bidding from 
banks to get the best return on our 
money. But more important, the 
trustees can make loans to anyone 
they chose at rates far below market 
levels. 

If this amendment passes, 
counties and cities will have no 
alternative but to increase taxes as 
the Federal Revenue Sharing funds 
disappear. 

If this amendment is defeated, it 
will force the legislature back to the 
drawing board to create a fair 
equitable trust program, We should 
protect this valuable trust fund to 
benefit generations to come, but we 
can do it in a way which will truly 
benefit all

Unemployment Rate 
Down In Alabama 


Alabama's unemployment rate 
declined from 11.0 percent in 
February to 10.7 percent in March, 
according to Bill Heatherly, director 
of the Alabama Department of 
Industrial Relations. The year-ago 
rate measured 11.5 percent; the 
March rate represented 191,900 
unemployed, compared to 196,900 in 
February, and 203,600 a year ago. 

Heatherly attributed the rte 
decline to seasonal increases in 
agricultural and construction 
employment. Manufacturing 
employment declined 6400 over the 
month, primarily in the nondurable 
g200ds sector, where temporary shut- 
downs in the apparel group, coin- 
ciding with the spring school 
vacation period, totaled 5900. In 
addition to the 2900 increase in 
construction employment, most 
other groups in the  nonfactory 
division realized monthly gains, 
except mining, which reported a 
nominal decline of 100.

I am writing to urge you to ask 
your audience to reject Amendment 
#1 on the ballot Tuesday, May 14. 
While the concept of placing the 
royalities from oil and gas leases in a 
protected trust is sound, the amend- 
ment’s proposed utilization of 
income from these funds has flaws 
that mandate its rejection. 

First, the amendment does not 
guarantee any funds will be returned 
to cities and counties to meet local , 
priorities. Instead, the amendment 
puts responsibility for allocations of 
the total income of the trust in the 
hands of the legislature. This 
Alabama Legislature has put our 
State in a _ position of budget 


proration four of the last seven 
years 

Not only is it doubtful that 
insufficient funds will make their 


way back to our counties and cities, 
but why should city and county 
officials have to go hat in hand to 
Montgomery every time a bridge 
needs repair or a senior citizens’ 
program needs funding. 

Second, the amendment gives 
the trustees of the fund too much 
power, which is an invitation to 
mismanagement and corruption, The 
monies in the trust can be invested 
anywhere, at any rate without the 
benefit of competitive bidding from 
banks to get the best return on our 
money. But more important, the 
trustees can make loans to anyone 
they chose at rates far below market 
levels 

If this amendment passes, 
counties and cities will have no 
alternative but to increase taxes as 
the Federal Revenue Sharing funds 
disappear 

If this amendment is defeated, it 
will force the legislature back to the 
drawing board to create a fair 
equitable trust program. We should 
protect this valuable trust fund to 
benefit generations to come, but we 
can do it in a way which will truly 
benefit all, 

I hope you will urge your 
audience to vote NO! A no vote will

Unemployment Rate 
Down In Alabama 


Alabama's unemployment rate 
declined from 11.0 percent in 
February to 10.7 percent in March, 
according to Bill Heatherly, director 
of the Alabama Department of 
Industrial Relations. The year-ago 
rate measured 11.5 percent; the 
March rate represented 191,900 
unemployed, compared to 196,900 in 
February, and 203,600 a year ago

downs in the apparel group, coin

Elba Students Compete To Attend 


Each year Alabama Electric 
Cooperative coordinates the ‘‘Rural 
Electric Washington Youth Tour’’ 
program for the four AEC municipal 
member:systems, Contestants come 
from the 11th grade classes of 
Andalusia High School, Elba High 
School, Opp High School, and Pike 
County High School in Brundidge. 
The students have to submit an 
essay of two typewritten pages on 
‘The History of Rural Electrification 
and Electric Cooperative, and 
answer in a single paragraph, the 
question ‘‘What is the difference 
between an electric cooperative and 
a private power company?”’ 

This year the essay, answer, and 
“Official Entry Forms’’ were 
submitted to the school sponsor, 
Sylvia Padgett, on February 22, 
1985. From the entries, semi- 
finalists were chosen based on 
grammer, neatness, and composition 
by March, 1985. Each participating 
school with at least ten entries 
received $100 to be distributed to the 
junior class general fund. Unfor- 
tunately Elba did not have enough 
entries to qualify for this bonus.

Covington Electric Cooperative To Celebrate 50th Anniversary 


Covington Electric Cooperative is 
participating in the observance of 
two significant anniversaries this 
year. The first of those is the fiftieth 
anniversary of the beginning of the 
rural electrification program, and the 
second is the forty-first birthday of 
Covington Electric. f 

On May 11, 1935, then President 
Franklin Roosevelt signed an order 
creating the Rural Electrification 
Administration, or REA, as _ it's 
commonly known. 

At that time, only about 10 
percent of this nation’s farms had 
electric service available. In the area 
in which Covington Electric 
presently serves-Covington, Coffee, 
Crenshaw, Dale and Geneva 
counties---only about three or four 
percent of the farms were electrified.

REA was set up to make long- 
term, low-interest loans to existing 
commercial utilities, or to 
cooperative groups to finance the 
extension of electric power lines into 
sparsely-settled rural areas. 

In large part, the job of providing 


electric power to rural areas has 


been done by cooperative 
associations, such as Covington 
Electric, since commercial power 
companies were not convinced this 
could be accomplished while 
providing an acceptable profit 
margin. 

Covington Electric began 
operations on September 1, 1944. It 
was organized at the time Alabama 
Electric Cooperative, and the cities 
of Andalusia, Elba and Opp jointly 
purchased certain electric facilities

Following that adjustment, 

Covineton Electric was operating 579 

miles of power lines and serving 
2,865 consumers. 

As the end of 1984, Covington 
Electric was operating 2,160 miles of 
power lines, from which 15,654 
consumers were being served. 

During the past 37 years, the 
Cooperative has built over 1,580 
miles of power lines, and made 
electric service available for the first 
time to over 12, 700 consumers. 

In 1947, the average residential 
consumer of Covington Electric used 
83 kWh per month. In 1984, the 
average use was 841 kWh per 
month. Total power sales have gone 
from just over 7,000,000 kWh the 
first full year of operations, to 
192,831,431 kWh last year (1984). 

Investment in facilities has 
increased from under $400,000 in 
1944, to over $18,500,000 by the end 
of 1984, 

Funds which Covington Electric 
has used to erect the facilities 
necessary to provide service to its 
consumers have been borrowed from 
REA, along with, in recent years, the 
National Rural Utilities Cooperative 
Finance Corporation.

John Osburn Resigns As 
Elba Supt. Of Education 


John W. Osburn, Superintendent of Education of the Elba City 
School System for the past four years, announced his resignation on 
Wednesday, May 15, and stated the resignation would be effective at 


4 p.m. on June 7, 1985. 


Osburn’s resignation came only hours after he had been named 
director of the Regional Inservice Education Center in the School of 
Education at Troy State University. As the program’s director, Osburn 
will work with 22 school systems in south Alabama in assisting with the 
continuing professional training and growth of approximately 2700 


teachers. 


The program was created by the governor’s Education 


Reform Program and the center at Troy State is one of seven 


established across the state. 


The Elba City Board -of Education met in special session 
Wednesday morning at 10:45 to officially act on the resignation, which 
was accepted. The board discussed the upcoming vacancy and stated 
it would begin taking applications immediately. 

In a letter to the faculty and staff of the Elba City School System, 
Osburn stated, ‘‘Please know that the only reason for such a decision 
on my part is to take advantage of a professional opportunity which | 
feel I cannot.pass up. | sincerelv mean it when I say I have thoroughly 
enjoyed the relationship with each one of you over the past four years.’’ 

After the meeting, Osburn reported he had deliberated on 
accepting the position for six months and came to the decision that 
professionally it was an offer he couldn’t pass up. 

“Tam grateful to all the board members, educators and parents 
with which I've been involved for giving me the opportunity to serve as 
superintendent,’’ Osburn said. ‘‘I've thoroughly enjoyed the past four 
years, which have been a time of professional growth for me. | look 
forward to the challenge facing me and also look forward to working at 
such a fine institution as Troy State."’ 

Osburn stated he will continue to live in Elba and be an active part 


of the community. 


Drug Enforcement Task Force. 

The indictments involyed two 
separate investigations and the 
charges are not related. 

One investigation resulted in 
four (4) arrests on a variety of 
charges dealing with marijuana 
Arrested was Robert L. Ross (39), of 
Rt. 1, Elba; Thomas A. Blackstock 
(42), of Rt. 3, Andalusia; William 
Timothy Freeman (37), of Rt. 1 
Goshen, and a Mr. Malone (first 
name and address unknown) 

Ross, a former Elba City 
policeman and jailer at the Coffee 
County Jail, was charged with 
conspiring in 1983 to possess 10-20 
pounds of marijuana with intent to 
distribute, two counts of possession 
of marijuana and using a telephone 
to facilitate commission of a drug 
ffense, If convicted, Ross faces a 
maximum sentence of 23 years in 
prison and a $105,000 fine. 

Blackstock, Freeman and Malone 
also face the charge of conspiring in 
1983 to possess 10-20 pounds of 
marijuana with intent to possess, 
while Blackstock and Freeman also 
face a possess charge and Blackstock 
and Malone are also charged with 
using a telephone to facilitate 
commission of a drug offense. 

If convicted, Blackstock faces : 
sentence of 14 years in prison and a 


360,000 fine; Freeman, a 10 year 
sentence and a $75,000 fine. - 

Ross and Freeman turned 
hemselves in to Federal authorities 
in Montgomery on Monday, May 13, 
and were rebeased on $10,000 bond, 
while Blackstock was expected to 
Surrender this week. Malone's 
whereabouts is unknown.

If convicted, Mike Bullard faces a 
naximum sentence of 45 years in 
prison and a $75,000 fine, while 
Shane Bullard faces a 53 year prison 
sentence and a $135,000 fine. 

30th Bullards turned themselves 

to federal authorities on Friday, 
May 10 and both were released on 
$10,000 bond. 

All six persons indicted will be 
arraigned in federal court in 
Montgomery on May 22.

Mobile homes, railroad, leaking 
roofs and high bills were addressed 
by the Elba City Council Monday 
night 

Zoning changes that had already 
been considered by the Planning and 
Zoning Board were presented to the 
city council. One was to upgrade a 
class, and two were to lower one 
class The zoning board had 
recommended approval of two 
requests and had tabled any action 
on the third 

A request to upgrade the zoning 
of Clark Subdivision from R-2 to R-1 
was approved as recommended by 
the zoning board. R-1 is solely for 
single family homes 

Downgrading of property on 
Smith Avenue owned by Voyd 
Rowell was approved by both the 
board and the council. He had stated 
he wished to apply to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals for permission to 
place a mobile home near his fish 
pond for use during weekend visits. 

Similar request by Douglas Gibbs 
had been tabled by the zoning board 
and no action was taken by the 


council. Gibbs had reportedly 
wanted to place a mobile home on his 
property for use by one of his sons. 
There were objections from neigh- 
bors presented to the board. 

Council member Jack Prescott 
opposed the Rowell rezoning, noting 
if it was fair for one it was fair for all, 
referring to the lack of action on the 
Gibbs property ; 

The city council heard Mayor Bob 
English report on the total cost of 
taking over the railroad lines from 
Elba to Enterprise and accepted his 
recommendation that the city release 
the railroad to dispose of the lines 
and property any way they see fit. 

English noted it would cost 
$225,000 to buy the facilities from 
Seaboard and an estimated $490,000 
to renovate and get into operation. 
This would be in addition to the cost 
of buying or leasing an engine and 
hiring operators. 

English noted that in view of the 
fact no major local industry was 
interested in returning to rail usage, 
there was no economic help available 
and the cost would have to be borne 


by the city taxpayers, and this just 
wasn't fair. The council was 
unanimous in refusing to place the 
financial burden on local citizens. 

A new roof on the public library 
will cost about $5,000 and the only 
question on accepting bids is the 
length of warranty. Henderson, 
Black and Green of Troy was low 
bidder with $4760 and a two-year 
warranty The next bidder was 
Andalusia Roofing Company at 
$4947, but they offered a ten-year 
warranty. English appointed council 
members John Sharpless and Gladys 
Yelverton to check on the abilities of 
the Andalusia firm, and the council 
authorized them to award the bid to 
the one best suited for the job. :

School Board Renews Teacher Contracts 


The Elba City School Board met 


Tuesday night, May 7, with all 
members present. This was the 
regular monthly meeting of the 
group 


The item of business most antic- 
ipated by the teachers possibly was 
the renewal and non-renewal of 
teacher contracts. These are done at 
the May meeting each year and at 
this meeting all tenured teachers had 
their contracts renewed as 
recommended by both their principal 
and the superintendent. All non- 
tenured teachers will get letters 
informing them of non-renewal of 
their contract, However, Supt. John 
Osburn indicated all would be 
rehired if state and federal funding 
There were 63 teacher 
renewed and 13 not 


allows, 
contracts 
renewed, 

Support personnel were also 

overed by the formal hiring or not 
hiring for the coming year. This 
includes lunchroom workers, sec- 
retaries, maintenance workers, bus 
drivers and teacher aides. Thirty of 
these were rehired and eleyen must 
wait for word on being rehired for 
another year 

The schools operated with a 
$28,739.31 deficit during the month 
of April, board members were told. 
Osburn noted this was normal, as tax 
revenues for the period are low and it 
takes the summer months to make 
up these short falls. 

The superintendent noted, ‘'The 
non-renewal of contracts had nothing 
to do with their ability to perform, 
but tor the budget’s sake and the 
protection of this board | recommend 
non-renewal. When the budget is 


passed, we will rehire at least part of 
these loyal employees.”’ 

The board adopted a graduation 
policy for 1985 and agreed to look at 
some possible changes for future 
years. It dictates that only those who 
pass the graduation exit exam and 
earn the required number of high 
school credits will be allowed to take 
part in the graduation exercises. A 
committee will be appointed to 


review this policy for future 
years, 
A program of summer skills 


enrichment for grades two through 
eight will be held if parents are 
willing to pay $40 per child involved. 
This will cover six weeks of study 
four hours a day for teachers and use 
of the school facility. Previously the 
school had absorbed this cost, but 
board members were told there was 
no money available in the general 
fund. 

Osburn told the board that 
results from some recent tests had 
just come back and students had 
done real well. 

The board then went into an 
executive session that lasted well
